Political Economy Club Met 
in Arts Bldg. 



HEATED ORATORY 



Ballantyne, Jones and Lefsrud 
Were Chief Speakers 

The Arts building last night was 
the scene of one of the most iiery po- 
litical meetings of the present cam- 
paign. There was a combined meet- 
ing at which representatives of the 
three federal parties spoke, the whole 
performance being held under the aus- 
pices of the Political Economy Club. 

The meeting was presided over by 
S. W. Pierce and after the reading 
of the minutes the first speaker of 
dhc evening was introduced. C. C. 
Ballantyne presented the case for the 
Government and proved to be a wor- 
thy successor to his illustrious father. 
He sketched the policy of the pres- 
ent government nad dealt in fairly 
minute detail with certain aspects of 
the platform, notably the railway 'sit- 
uation, the Merchant Marine and the 
tariff. Ballantyne is firmly convinced 
of the righteousness of the present 
administration and succeeded in 
proving most of his points to the. sat- 
isfaction of 'his hearers. The railway 
situation was' first dealt with and the 
■speaker showed that the government 
is not responsible for the present de- 
plorable situation but inherited this 
great financial burden from the Laur- 
ier Government. He sketched a 
short history of the different phases 
of the various railway transactions. 
He showed that the Grand Trunk 
Pacific-Transcontinental scheme was 
in the words of Chief Justice Taft 
"the tragic part of the story of the 
Grand Trunk Railway in Canada." 
It would be futile to go into further 
details of Canada's fiscal policy — the 
main thing is that the speaker suc- 
cessfully exonerated the Conservative 
Government from blame for the pres- 
ent state of affairs and further stated 
that the Canadian National is now 
paying operating expenses. 

The next topic treated was an old 
favorite, the Merchant Marine. Bal- 
lantyne gave numerous statistics and 
then proceeded to justify the Gov- 
ernment's policy. The main reasons 
given were additional war shipping, 
freight carriers for National railroads 
■:nd expansion of Canada's export 
:rade were needed urgently. Num- 
erous favorable results of this policy 
were then cited and many excellent 
points made and backed up by facts 
"id figures. 

The Tariff Policy was subsequent- 
ly outlined briefly, revenues and ex- 
penditures compared and explained. 
The speaker followed the usual lines 
on this question and tried to .show 
that the protective tariff was the best 
policy for Canada. Ballantyne was 
asked a few questions and was able

Mr. Warwick Chipman K.C., dcliver- 
a most interesting, lecture last night on 
"Politics", in the Chemistry and Mining 
Building. This was the first of a scries 
of lectures to be given every Thursday 
throughout the session. The popularity 
of the course .vas amply demonstrated 
by the fact that the large lecture hall 
was filled and overflowing, many hav- 
ing to stand througnout. 

Mr. Chipman opened the course by i 
discourse on the theni.i of deni... racy, 
what it i< and what i'.* s-.tes are. He em- 
phasized the fact .'u' in? ;it-.=o:it idea 
of democracy is by no means the ideal, 
and quoted several other forms of 
government which have been proposed 
and are in the air. 

The forces behind the principle? of 
Democracy as we understand it ,are 
law, public opinion and government, and 
it is with the last of these three that the 
lecturer will be concerned in the course. 

The lecturer concluded by giving a 
summary of the course in Politics which 
comprises 15 lectures in all and will ex- 
tend until well on in March, so that a 
good knowledge of the principles and 
practice of Democratic Liberty should 
be obtained by attendance of the lec- 
tures.

In the earliest Colonial days of old 
N'cw England the majority of dwell 
'ings ;| particularly the farmhouses — 
were heated by one large fireplace in 
the kitchen, which was also the family 
living-room. Sometimes these were so 
immense that one could sit in the ingle- 
nook .and see the stars through the 
yawning chimney. Needless to say, as 
heating contrivances such fireplaces 
were anything but economical, but wood 
was plenty and handy. 

At the back of the fireplace, in the 
ashes, lay the hugh back-log — some- 
times so big that it had to be drawn 
into the kitchen by horses and a chain 
A smaller log, called a forestick, rest- 
ed on the andirons near the front, and 
the other wood was piled in between. 

Andirons and " fire-irons were used 
in fireplaces from the earliest times. 
In the big kitç.hen fireplace hugh and- 
irons ,3ft: wftjffght iron, more or less 
simple" in design, were commonest. 
Sometimes smaller irons, or creepers, 
were used between the big andirons to 
hold the smaller sticks. 

In the other fireplaces in better- 
class houses more ornamental andirons 
were used, usually of iron or brass. At 
first nearly all were shaped more or 
less like dogs, and were called fire-dogs 
The term andiron, derived from either 
hand-iron or end-iron, came into use 
later, though andirons of other forms 
were sometimes called fire-dogs, even 
in the nineteenth century. After other 
forms became the fashion the dog-foot 
persisted for sonic time, and this is 
usually considered a mark of age and 
rarity. ^ 

Shovels and tongs were used in 1 the 
seventeenth century, usually . matching 
the andirons:'. Pokers were practically 
never used. Other fireplace furnish- 
ings of that day were chimney-pans 
fenders, dripping-pans, spits, etc. Bel- 
lows were commonly used and were 
sometimes carved and ornamented. It 
is hard to determine the age of speci- 
mens without knowing their history.— 
Walter A. Dyer. 



Note: This is the first of a series of 
articles which will appear in the "Dai- 
ly" dealing with the various phases of 
skiing. Different authorities have been 
consulted and while these articles do not 
lay down any hard and fast rule they 
should serve as a useful guide to those 
who inted taking tip skiing. 

Having, made up your mind to ski the 
first' thing to decide" is the kind of ski 
to buy also the Rind of wood of which 
the ski is to be made. Roughly speaking 
a man's ski should, when he is standing 
with his arm above his head, reach to 
his finger tips. This may vary a little 
for those who arc extremely light or 
heavy for their height as the case may 
be. The heavy man requiring a slightly 
longer ski. As to the difference in the 
running of long and short skis it may be 
summed up as follows. Long skis keep 
a straighter course especially over rough 
and hard surfaces, while short ones are 
easier to turn on. Again long skis are 
very much better for jumping and they 
are faster, sinking l«s in the snow 
while short ones are lighter and easier 
to handle in awkward places. As regards 
the wood of which skis arc made. Ash 
and Hiçkony -are -the two generally 
used. Either .wood will be satisfactory 
but for this country Hickory seems to 
have ah advantage. It is faster and 
tougher than ash though it is heavier. 
However speed and toughness consider 
ably outweigh the advantages of light- 
ness. In this connection very light ash 
is not nearly as strong as heavy ash and 
the heavy grade of ash is very little 
lighter than Hickory. The ash will 
"wear!! quicker than Hickory. This wear 
is hoticablc in the grain of the wood 
after a season or two, and of course 
slows up the ski. For jumping heavy 
skiis are almost essential, while for cross 
country running the lighter ones are 
best. . 

The grain of the wood should be as 
wide as possible, and the way it runs in 
the- ski' is" of-' primary importance. 

It should run as nearly as possible, 
parallel to the long axis of the ski, es- 
pecially so at the frond bend and at the 
binding for if the grain runs out at 
these points, the ski will be very liable 
tii break there. If the grain does run 
outward, be sure that it docs so in such 
a manner that the lines on the side of 
the ski ..rim. backward and downward, 
and îlot ffixwaîd a»d downward. 

If the lines of grain on the sole of 
the ski run across, instead of longitu- 
dinally the skis when worn down some- 
what will not run straight. 

When looking at the heel end of the 
ski, the grain should preferably be dis- 
posed cither in horizontal or vertical 
lines. Not diagonally.' '• * % - * 

The color of the skis is, of course, a 
matter of choice;" dark colours having 
no real advantage over light, éid may, 
in some cases, conceal faulty grain, or 
other undesirable features such as knots. 

New skiis should be given several 
coats of boiled linseed oil, each' being 
allowed to sink in before the next is ap- 
plied, the process being continued until 
the wood will absorb no more, and a 
thin skin of hardened oil is left on the 
surface. 

The more frequently thisi oiling is re- 
peated, even when the skis are in use, 
the better will they last and resist wear. 

The up turn at the front of the ski 
should be quite gradual, and should bc- 
?in about one- fifth of the distance from 
the tip to the heel-end. 

The arching of the ski in the middle 
should not, as is sometimes believed be 
great, never more than three-fourths of 
an inch or an inch. 

Of the groove in the sole of the ski, 
little need be said except that it should 
be . straight. Having more . than, one 
groove is not advisable, cscept for pur- 
poses of jumping.

to satisfy everyone by his ready re 
plies. 

The speaker followed the usual lines 
candidate, R. K. Jones, a newcomer 
to McGill this year but already a 
well known figure around the Arts 
building. He proved himself to be a 
regular dyed-in-the-wool Liberal, a 
real old grit. Jones started by a lot 
of criticism of both Conservatives 
and Farmers in no uncertain lan- 
guage. He accused the present gov- 
ernment of bad faith insofar as they 
were elected on a war mca*ure and 
did not resign when the mandate ex- 
pired. Jones followed this up by 
other typical Liberal arguments and 
statements. The Borden Government 
was stamped as a disgrace to the 
country and guilty of embezzlement 
according to Jones, and spends five 
times as much money as the Liberals 
of 1911. It was amusing to note 
however, that our Liberal friend had 
difficulty in proving the accusation 
a'nd got slightly mixed in his figures. 
About this time Jones was somewhat 
disturbed by a volley of pointed ques 
tions-from all quarters which caused 
him to make more violent outbursts 
with many oratorical flourishes. 

The Liberal policy was then_ ex- 
plained by Jonos in the characteristic 
fashion of extreme vagueness and 
high sounding phrases. Mr. Mackcn 
zie King's old shells were prominent- 
ly referred to by his trusty hench- 
man. The Liberals, according ■ to 
Jones, will vastly improve the - rail- 
way situation but no method was put 
forward. The policy of destructive 
criticism of the Government was free- 
ly used and many bitter complaints 
abput lavish patronage were cited 
Jortes unfortunately was cut short, 
niuft to his disappointmen't/'in 'order 
to É jnake way for Lefrortd," who"thcn 
spqke'on behalf of the farmers.- The 
farhiéf sketched the history of the 
agrarian party and showed that this 
third factor in our federal struggle 
has justified its existence. The ex- 
ploitation of the farmer by railways 
and their agents was clearly demon- 
strated and hence it was shown that 
there was a grave necessity for co- 
operative associations for the inhabi 
tants of the plains. Lefrond then 
proceeded to take up the farmers' 
platform and carefully rca-soned out 
the main points to the satisfaction of 
his -hearers.
